is considerable advantage, physically, 
on the part of the Chinaman. His climate 
seems more favourable to the develop- 
ment ofenergy, andthoughhis mind may 
not be so subtle as the Hindoo’s, as a man 
of business he is excelled by few. Politi- 
cally, the Chinaman ‘may be described 
as always more or less pressing his 
Government forward; while in the 


thongh frequently in vain, to drag after 
itself the mass of the population, The 
expense of maintaining the two Governe 
ments is probably not very dissimilar: 
The annual revenue of India may be 
stated at about Fifty Millions sterling, of 
which about Six Millions goes to provide 
interest on a debt of about One Hundred 
and Twenty. The expeuse of the 
Government, then, may bo assumed at 
about 45 millions sterling, or in Taels 
say 160 Millions, ‘The expenses of the 
Government of China cannot fall far 
short of a similar amount. One of the 
maia items in the Indian revenue, if 
nob the main, is the land-tax, The 
Government is the recognised lord of 
tho soil, and levies rent accordingly. 
The theory and practice in China are 
very similar. In both cases the-tax is 
paid willingly. Politically, it bas the 
effect both in China and India of pre 
venting the growth of any large or 
important class of landed proprietors, a 
position of affairs which, if it have its 
advantages according to the views of an 
influential sect of economists, has still 
its corresponding drawbacks in a general 
lowering of the tone of the entire popu. 
lation—Another important item in the 
revenue of the two countries ié salt, 
Salt has long recommended itself as an 
object of taxation, from the facility 
with which a revenue can be raised. 
It has so engrained itself in the finan. 
cial arrangements of all Oriental states, 
that its taxation has come to be con- 
sidered by the people as a matter of 
course. Still, a more unequal tax could 
scarcely be devised. It presses heavily 
on the poor, while letting the rich go 
almost scot free; it is lightest on the 
coast, or where facilities are easiest ; 
and heaviest in the interior, or where 
relief is most needed; it encourages 
smuggling, and from the measures 
which have to be taken to repress 
illegal trade in it, is frequently detrie 
mental to the growth of legitimate 
manufacture or business. It is satise 
factory to find that those fact are not 
forgottex by the Indian Government, 
and that changes are being gradually 
made to facilitate the distribution of

We have 
seen the edict delegating Li Han- 
cbang to Yunnan, and we have a copy 
of a memorial and edict, couched in 
satisfactory language; condemning the 
murder of Margary and the supineness 
of the Yunnan officials, and ordering 
Li Han-chang to hasten his steps to the 
scene of the outrage. We have also 
the edict appointing Kwo and Hsu as 
Ambassadors to England ; and we have 
the edict granting right of intercourse 
between the Foreign Ministers and the 
several departments of the Chinese 
Government. These latter concessions 
involve also, to acertain extent, the 
demand for publication ‘of important 
Foreign matters in the Peking Gazette, 
from the very fact of their being notified 
in that organ. 

We presume that the demand for 
right of intercourse between the Lega- 
tion and the Departments of the Chi- 
nese Government at Peking, other than 
the Tsung-li Yamén, was made by Mr. 
Wade inpart execution of the design 
to place our relations on a more satis- 
factory footing ; and we infer the inter- 
pretation to be this: The Tsung-li 
Yamén is not a recognised Department 
of State, in the same sense as the 
Grand Secretariat or the Grand 
Council; it is more in the nature 
of a Commission—comprising, cer- 
tainly, high Cabinet Ministers, and 
practically permanent in its nature, 
but constituted only in 1859 to meet 
the occasion, and not ranking officially 
‘as one of the great Departments of State. 
This position accorded with the Chi- 
nese profession to regard Foreigners as 
accidents, waifs and strays from afar, 
thrown up on the coast of the Central 
Land, and charitably allowed to remain 
and eat the rice of hospitality, by the 
Monarch of the human race. The 
exclusion of all reference to Foreigners 
from the Peking Gazette was part of 
the samé conception ; and the principle 
has been pregnant with trouble to 
us, in our intercourse both with 
the officials and the people. The con- 
cession, then, of right of inter- 
course with the old and recognised 
State Departments, and the publication 
of the fact in the Peking Gazette, are 
important steps gained towards placing 
our relations with. the’ country on a 
better footing. We congratalate Mr. 
‘Wade in having attained this object, 
and have no doubt that he will. see:the 
Chinese do not put him off this time 
with a hollow promise, but that he-will

The reticence 
of the Legation is extreme; but'the 
outside world has all along contrived to 
get an impression of what'was doirig ; 
and the impression in’ the’ present 
instance ‘seems to be that the settle.

is no present likelihood of’ rapture, 
other matters remain ‘tobe ‘settled 
which are pregnant with difficulty, in 
the fatare.

We represented to you further that foreign- 
ers have of late attempted to evade the Dues 
payable by them by setting up the plea that 
the goods charged upon have been brought in 
by Chinese, aud are therefore free under the 
commutation ; or, by entering their goods in 
Chinese name. 

‘As foreigners have hitherto paid an aggre- 
gate of 80 to 90 thousand taels Wharfage Dues, 
whilst your Commutation annually is but Tis. 
10,000, you can understand the anxiety of the 
Councit’ and Consuls to see such evasions put 
a stop to for the future. The plan which has 
been proposed to this end, is to separate the 
trade into two classes, the Council undertal

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FREIGHTS.—The coasting engagements of tho past three weeks shew a slight improvement on those previously reported, but the market 
js much weaker again at the close. ‘There re coal charters on offer at $ 1.65 a 1.70 and $2.10 per ton for the Nagasaki and Keelung 
rounds, but masters, in the expectation of more northern business before the season closes, are refusing these rates. From Newchwang 
to Swatow present quotations are 23 a 256. per picul. The London rates have fallen to £2.0.0 to £2.10. per ton of 40 feet for steamers, 
and tho latter figure for 50 foot by sailing vessels. ‘Tonnage very abundant, At these rates aleo, for 40 fect, there aro several craft on 
the berth for New York. : 


COTTON.—The new crop. Receipts have commenced, but as yet only on a limited scale, and some trifling sales have been effected, at 
Tis, 14 per picul and upwards for good medium to good Shanghai staple. As yet no definite estimate bas been formed of the probable 
yield, but prospects are so gloomy that many of the emaller bongs have closed, and turned their attention to other articles, by which 
they hive some chance of paying expenses. News from Szeckuen gives a very favorable account of the Cotton growth there, and this 
will propably relieve the Shanghai market considerably. The Hankow districts will draw most of their supplies from the west, instead 
of aa formerly from this place. 


COALS.—A very quict market has existed throughout, and the most notable business done is the selling “to arrive” of three eargocs of 
Bulli—Anstralian—Mive, at Tis. 64 « 6.60 per ton. Some enquiry for Newcastle coals exists, but holders have raised their prices which 
impedes settlements. Quotations are as follows:—Cardif, ox godown, Tis. 9 per ton; American Anthracite, ex ship, to arrive, ‘Tle, 105 
Neweastle, x.8.w., ex ship, Tis. 8.00, ex godown, Tis. 8.50; Bulli, ex ship, Tle. 6.50; Japan—Imabuko—ex ship, Tis, 4.00; Takasima, 
(Lump) Tis, 6.50, and Dust, Ts. 5.00 pér ton.
